whose spinal cord was damaged in 
a hunting accident seven yean 
ago, died while visiting her brother 
hew- 


In 1M4 Susan was hailed a* one 


of filmdom's most promising ac 
tresses, and her future looked 
bright. Then on-New Year's Day 
1945, she went duck hunting with 
her husband. As she reached fo: 
her rifle, it accidently discharged 
sending a bullet 'through her 
stomach to. lodge in her ispine. 


After months of hospitallzation 


Susan went home— paralyzed from 
the waist down. The doctors tolc 
her she'd spend the rest of her 
life in a wheelchair. 


Two years later she came back 


to star In a movie once again — 
this time as the crippled girl in 
"Sign of the Ram." She acted from 
her wheelchair, just as she did in 
the "Miss Susan" series for tele- 
vision she completed in Philadel 
phia prior to coming here. 


Her death was attributed to com 


plications arising from the 1945 ac- 
cident. The brother, Robert Carna- 
han, said her only other survivor 
was an adopted son, Timothy, 7 
Miss Peters and actor Richard 
Quine were divorced in 1948.

V. S. A-Bomb 


LONDON —<W— London newspa- 


pers speculated today that Britain 
has overtaken the United States 
in the race to produce a "perfect" 
atom weapon. 


Scientific writers crowed over 


the assumption* that Britain has 
found the secret of compressing 
the power of an ordinary sited A- 
bomb—generally regarded as un- 
wieldy—into a charge small enough 
to be fired from an 11-inch gun or 
carried easily, aboard a plane. To 
back their speculation was Air 
Ministry confirmation of a state* 
ment, made in Australia Thursday 
by a high Royal Air Force officer 
that all future British bombers 
would be made so they could carry 
the bomb. 


Prime Minister Churchill, giving 


an elated account Thursday of the 
first British atomic explosion off 
Australia earlier this month, was 
careful not to reveal any details of 
the weapon. 


The London Daily Mail suggest- 


ed that Britain can build an atom- 
ic weapon to weigh no more than 
a 500-pound bomb—much smaller 
than the gigantic "blockbusters" 
the RAF used to pulverize. Ger- 
many during the latter stages of 
World War H.

cial, was part of it Not until 1048 was Chambers sub- 
poenaed by the house Un-American Activities committee 
where he named Hiss. Hiss denied he was a Communist 
and that he knew Chambers. If it had not been for the 
persistence of two Republican members, Mundt and 
Nixon, the committee would have dropped the case. After 
two trials, Hiss was convicted of perjury and sentenced 
to five years. He presently is confined to the Lewisburg, 
Pa., federal penitentiary. 


THE AMERASIA CASE: Amerasia was a Maga- 


zine dealing with Far Eastern affairs. Its publisher was 
Philip Jaffe, a wealthy Communist sympathizer. OSS 
and the FBI found that the insignificant little magazine 
was obtaining and reproducing thousands of secret gov. 
ernment documents, all coming through the State De- 
partment. On June 6, 1945, six key Amerasia figures 
were arrested. The case was presented to a Washington 
grand jury but indictments were dropped when the jury 
"didn't have time" to get to the case. The Justice De- 
partment showed surprising lack of interest in prosecut- 
ing. 
A second grand jury indicted three of the six for 


passing and possessing secret documents of the United 
States government. Jaffee pleaded guilty and was fined 
$2,500. Emmanuel S. Larten, state department Far East- 
ern affairs researcher, was fined $500. Charges against 
Lieutenant Andrew Roth, U. S. intelligence officer and 
former chief researcher for Amerasia, were dropped. The 
Amerasia case still is not cleared up. There are'numer- 
ous indications that the administration did all it could to 
suppress it. It is known in Washington as "the Commu- 
nism in government mystery."

War Death Rate at New Low 


Millions of people either during 


the last world war or since then 
have 
contributed their blood 


through the American Red Cross 
blood program. But millions of oth- 
ers have held back either because 
they thought the need was not real 
or because they feared they them- 
selves would be harmed by con- 
tributing. 


First, I should like to say some- 


thing about the need. Few people 
have to be told now that blood 
saves lives among those injured in 
warfare. 


Remember then that more than 


100,000 of our young men have 
been casualties in Korea. Many of 
them have needed much more than 
the single pint of blood given at 
one time J>y a donor. But thousands 
are back in full health who would 
not have survived without blood 
transfusions. 


Indeed, this is one of the princi- 


pal reasons for the new record low 
death rate among men wounded in 
war. 


But this is not all. The use of 


blood in the civilian population is 
of enormous importance. Blood is 
literally life-giving in many hu- 
man diseases, and after -many in- 
juries or accidents. The fact that 
it is Immediately available when 


needed ha* helped thousand* of 
men, 
women and children utterly 


unconnected with the fighting 
front. 


It is essential, too, that we have 


a good stockpile of blood in event 
of emergencies. If an atom bomb 
should fall, it might leave many 
thousands of people Injured, and 
for them blood and it* products 
would be the greatest single life- 
saving medicine. Much as we 
should like to, we cannot shut our 
eyes to this terrifying possibility.

son who gives blood, there is noth- 
ing to fear. The prospective donor 
is tested before the blood 1* taken 
and if there is any disease present 
or any abnormality which makes 
it inadvisable to take it, he or she 
is passed over. 


But for the normal person, giving 


blood is safe and easy, painless 
and harmless. It can be given 
three to five time* a year, and 
when one consider* the enormous 
benefit which this blood provides, 
such donations seem little enough 
to give.

Rather it is as if 
the volcanic Lewis were using the 
brief pause to churn and bubble 
internally before erupting, 


He may have been lining the time 


to go over the manuscript which he 
later issued. He finally delivered 
it—not to the board, which he has 
steadfastly refused to admit exists 
at all—but to Harry M. Mo***, 
president of the Bituminous Coal 
Operators Association.
